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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pietryk et al. 
(4,679,983). 

Pietryk discloses a bidirectional hydraulic pump (Figs. 1, 2) that comprises a hydraulic 
body 3 comprising an inlet port receiving a water flow, a first outlet port 5 and a second outlet 
port 6; an impeller 9 housed in the hydraulic body which causes the water flow to move in one 
direction or the other; a valve body 8 that surrounds the impeller, the valve body comprising at 
least one orifice 14 and said valve body being slidable on the internal surface of the hydraulic 
body in either one direction or the other, due to action of the water flow, between a first position 
wherein the orifice is aligned with the first outlet port and a second position wherein the orifice 
is aligned with the second outlet port; and 

wherein the hydraulic body 3 has a substantially cylindrical inner surface, the inlet port 
being coaxial with the turning axis of the impeller (Fig. 1), and the first and the second outlet 
ports being placed on the lateral peripheral surface of the hydraulic body (Fig. 2), the valve body 
being a hollow cylindrical body that is coaxial with the turning axis of the impeller, and the 
orifice 14 being placed on the lateral peripheral surface of the valve body (Fig. 2). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record but not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of 2 patents. 

Novitsky (3,147,909) and Ishii (4,728,260) are cited to show different reversible pumps.
